(Currently amended) A method of dry cleaning , comprising wh i ch inc l ud e s 
contacting a textile material with a dotorgont froo dry cleaning medium based on 
liquid C0 2 and including from 0.01 to 5% by weight , relative to the total weight of the 
dry cleaning medium, of th e c le an i ng m e d i um of a cleaning additive that comprises a 
wh i ch i s at le ast on e C6 to C 2 4 hydrocarbyl ester of a multi-carboxylic acid. 

11. (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 10 wherein the Cb to C?4 
hydrocarbyl ester of the multi-carboxylic acid mu l t i e st e r includes at least one 
compound of the formula (I):

R 1 is the residue of a C i to C i n hydrocarbyl group from which n hydrogen atoms

12. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 1 1 wherein R 2 is a C 8 to C 2 o alkyl 
group. 

13. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 12 wherein R 2 is a Ci 2 to Ci 8 alkyl 
group. 

14. (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 10 wherein the Cr to C?4 
hydrocarbyl ester of the multi-carboxylic acid e st e r is an ester of adipic acid or a 
mixture containing such an ester. 
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15. (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 10 wherein the average 
molecular weight of the Cr to C? 4 hydrocarbyl ester of the multi-carboxvlic acid mu l t i 
o st o r(s) is from 300 to 750. 

16. (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 10 wherein the dry 
cleaning medium includes amount of c le aning add i tiv e multi e st e r pr e s e nt in th e 
cl e an i ng m e dium is from 0.1 to 0.5% by weight of the cleaning additive, relative to 
the total weight of the dry cleaning medium of th e c le an i ng med i um . 

17. (Currently amended) A method as claimed in claim 10 in which the dry 
cleaning medium additionally includes at least one fragrance, optical brightener, 
fabric conditioner, enzyme and/or bleach. 

18. (Previously presented) A method as claimed in claim 10 wherein the cleaning 
process is carried out at a temperature of from -5 to 25°C. 

19. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 18 wherein the temperature is from 
10to25°C. 

20. (Original) A method as claimed in claim 19 wherein the temperature is from 
20 to 25°C.
